Secretary Told Setinte Céus- 
posal a Year Ago That It 
Might Lead to ‘‘Effective 
Repeal.”

Secretary of Agriculture Arthur M. 
Hyde, by executive order and over 


the protests of the experts in his 
own department, relaxed the pure 
food and drug regulations last week 
in favor of corn sugar~he com- 
pletely reversed the position he 
took just a year ago in a letter op- 
posing congressional action de- 
signed to allow fe use of corn 
sugar in preserved foods without 
notice on the labels. 

Chairman McNary of the Senate 
Agriculture Commitfee had asked 
Hyde the department’s opinion re- 
garding a oecorn sugar bill intro- 
duced by Senator Capper of Kan- 
sas. Reply to McNary, Hyde de- 
clared enactment of the Capper 
bill would set a precedent which 
might logically lead to the repeal 
of the Federal pure food and drug 
act, 
Under the date of Dec. 27, 1929, 
Hyde wrote, in part: 
“There is no prohibition in the 
existing law against the use of corn 
Sugar, artichoke sugar, cane sugar, 
or, in fact, any other food product, 
as an ingredient in prepared arti- 
cles of food, if such products are 
by custom of trade and by home 
practice understood to be present. 
The declaration of the presence of 
such ingredients is required only 
when a failure to make such dec- 
laration wil! result in deception to 
the purchaser. 


“Purchases Would Be Deceivyed.” 

“Corn sugar and artichoke sug- 
ar are regarded by the department 
as wholesome food products, There 
is not only no objection by the de- 
partment to their use as foods, but 
a sympathetic attitude exists to- 
wards their increased consump- 
tion. It is the belief of the de- 
partment, however, that the nature 
of the proposed amendment is re- 
pugnant to the fundamental prin-

Food and Drugs act is ‘to enable 
the purchaser to buy food for what 
it really is.’ 

“To permit the sale of corn sug- 
ar or artichoke sugar under the 
circumstances proposed by this 
bill would authorize the sale of 
such products as an ingredient of 
prepared foods where the purchas- 
er would be definitely deceived and 
perhaps defrauded. Undoubtedly 
it would authorize the adulteration 
of cane syruL, maple syrup and 
honey with corn sugar or corn 
sugar syrup without notice a the 
cqnsumer. 

“Chemicaljy, corn sugar and 
cane sugar are entirely different 
products by strikingly different 
characteristics and showing 
markedly different behavior under 
different manufacturing conditions, 


A Dangerous Precedent. 
“The food and drugs act was 
intended to prevent deception of 
the consumer. It is for Congress 
to say whether this principle shall 
be sacrificed in the interest of 
corn sugar or any other article of 
food. If established with respect 
to one commodity, it creates a 
precedent which could and  un-

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 30.— 
Gov. Caulfield’s State Survey Com- 
mission at a.conference here yes- 
terday definitely broke with him on 
the improvement program for State 
institutions and the public schools. 
Forestalling the recommendations 
the Governor will make to the Leg- 
one-

Although it is put in the form of 


a communication to the Governor, 
the argument advanced lost its 
character of report from subordi- 
nate to chief when the members 
gave it out for publication before 
sending it to the Governor. 

Continuing the policy followed 
during the official sessions of the 
commission, the members submit- 
ted to the urgings of Theodore 


Gary, Kansas City and. Macon fi- 
nancier, and ignoring the question 
of the propriety of the action, put 
forth the argument in advance of 
the Governor’s formal message to 
the Legislature. 

Pressure Put on Governor, 

Issuance of the statement fol- 
lowed a reported failure of at- 
tempts by the exertion of political 
pressure to induce the Governor to 
refrain from making any recom- 
mendation to the Legislature which 
would be in conflict with the com- 
mission report. 

Gary Was accompanied to Jef- 
ferson City Sunday evening by Dr. 
E. B. Clements, Republican WNa- 
tional Committeeman, a life-long 
friend of Gary and an intimate po- 
litica) and personal friend of the 
Governor. It has become kn6éwn 
that Clements called on the Gov- 
ernor and urged him to submit the 
commission’s report to the Legis- 
lature without comment. Dr. 
Clements admitted the purpose of 
his call, though the Governor de- 
clined to comment on it. 

The legislative act creating the 
commission directs that in submit- 
ting the report to the Legislature 


the Governor also shall submit his’ 


recommendations. 

The statement is a positive indi- 
cation that Gary and the members 
of the commission are preparing to 
insist before the Legislature on 
their plan notwithstanding 
Governor's position that the expen- 
diture contemplated would require 
an increased revenue from taxes 
of nearly $200,000,000 in 10 years, 
is beyond the ability of the State 
to meet under prevailing conditions, 
and that the State should go no 
farther at the present time than to 
provide for the urgent needs. 

Interest at Capitol. 

This action of the former com- 
mission, more than a year after 
it passed out of existence with sub- 
mission of its formal report to the 
Governor, has occasioned consid- 
erable interest among observers at 
the Capitol. It is recalled that the 
commission was created’ by the 
1929 Legislature, at the request of 
the Governor, to’ make a survey 
and determine the condition and 
needs of the state institutions, 
schools and revenues, and make 
recommendations to him, upon 
which to base his program. 

The act creating the comnais- 
sion provided for conclusion of its 
work in November, 1929. The act 
contained no provision for the 
commission formulating a legisla- 


tive program and pushing it 
through the Legislature, but 
rather to determine conditions, 


needs and means of meeting them, 
and to report to the Governor and 
Legislature, Several bills, some of 
which touch on subjects not in- 
cluded in the original field of the 
commission's work, have been pre- 
pared, however. 

While the commission reaffirins 
its 10-year program, which con- 
tained expenditures totaling $192,- 
689,400, it revised its former esti- 
mate of revenue to be produced by 
tax increase it recommended. The 
former estimate of additional rev- 
enue to be produced totaled $158,- 
800,000 over a 12-year period. This 
was corrected in the statement is- 
sued today, to a 10-year period, 
the same as contemplated for the 
expenditures, and the total esti- 
mate was reduced to $128,750,000. 

The gap between this estimate of 
additional revenue, if the commis- 
sion’s taxation scheme is adopted, 
and the proposed expenditures, ap- 
parently would have to be filled by 
means to be devised by the Legis- 


lature, if it approved the entire 
pian.

The former commission mem- 
bers, in their statement to the 
Governor said that further study 
of the problems involved, in the 
18 months since the formal report 
was submitted, had tended to 
confirm the views expressed in 
the report. 

~ "We do not helieve the report 
is either radical or revolutionary,” 
it was stated. “Nothing has been 
proposed that has not been success- 
fully worked out in some other 
state. The public school recom- 
mendations, against which some 
protests are raised, are in keeping 
with the policies adopted by New 
York.” | 
Apparently believing the commis- 
sion’s plan to be the most equitable 
solution of the State’s financial sit- 
uation, the former membérs, in 
their statement, said, “Adoption of 
suggested substitute methods of 
raising revenue would result in fail- 
ure and make remedying of exist- 
ing conditions and inequalities im- 
possible,”’ 

“It should be remembered that 
the recommendations of the com- 
mission contemplated a 10-year 
program,” it wag stated. “Ex- 
tended over such a period the 
amounts provided are not, in our 
opinion, excessive as measured by 
‘the wealth and inceme of the state. 
“The program as recommended 
is not a piecemeal affair, but shoulda 
be adopted substantially as out- 
lined in order that the full bene- 
fit may be realized.’’ 


Reaffirm All Objectives. 


The former commissioners stated 
they now reaffirmed all the objec- 
tives they had promulgated in prin- 
ciple, in the previous report, as fol- 
lows: 

That of equalizing the tax burden 
so, as nearly as possible, all people

That of correcting faults in levy- 
ing taxes .and in administration 
which result in evasion and in- 
equalities. 

That of providing for 4 more 
equitable distribution of the rev« 
enues réceived from State taxes. 
That of reduction in financial 
transactions betWeen the fe and 
the counties, and the coufties‘and 
the State, to the minimum, ” with 
resulting simplification of account. 
ing ang saving in expense. , 
That pf adding to the State's

The bond issue method of taking 
care of the State institutions, which 
has been suggested fronf other 
quarters, was declared not a proper 
solution, in the statement. [t was 
said that present inability to pay 
existing State and loca] tax ievies 
on tangible property would make 
an increase of the general preperty 
tax, for bond retirement and in- 
terest, “not only unwise, but it 
would be destructive.”

Ryckoff was the lowest bidder 


for the city lighting instalation 
contracts in three districts which 
extended from Arsenal street to 
Palm street, and from the river to 
Grand boulevard with the exception 
of the central downtown section. 
The contracts were let in Decem- 
ber, 1925, under the provisions of 
the 1923 bond issue. 


Award Made Over Mayor’s Protest. 

The award of the contract to 
Ryckoff was made by the Board of 
Public Service over objection of 
Mayor Miller, who asked for delay, 
saying he had heard rumors that 
Ryckoff had some advantage over 
the other bidders. The Mayor was 
unable to furnish any definite evi- 
dence on this point. 

Ryckoff’s bid was. $1,229,624.89. 
This bid, like the others, was fig- 
ured on a unit price basis; that is, 
he was to receive stated unit prices 
for all labor and material, and if 
the requirement of laber and ma- 
terial waS exactly as estimated by 
the city, he would receive the to- 
tal amount stated; if it was less, 
he would receive. correspondingfy| 
less, and if more, he would receive 
more. The city inspected the work 
as it proceeded, 

Execution of Ryckoff’s contract 

began in. January, 1926. In the 
following month, the quarrel be- 
tween Mayor Miller and Edward E. 
Wall, Director of Public Utilities, 
became acute, and at the end of 
March the Mayor removed Wall 
after a trial before the Mayor.. John 
C. Pritchard was appointed by the 
Mayor to succeed Wall as-Director, 
and Pritchard reinstated George B. 
Heath, whom Wall had dismissed. 
Heath was made chief electrical en- 
gineer. 
As an incident of Wall’s trial, 
charges were made of attempts to 
“shake down” Ryckoff. Ryckoff 
charged publicly that he had been 
asked before the letting for a $5000 
contribution, to make up a deficit 
in Mayor Miller’s campaign fund, 
and had refused to contribute. He 
said the request was made. by 
Robert J:: Kratky, who had been 
manager of the Miller campaign. 
Kratky denied this, and filed a 
damage suit against the Westing- 
house Co., which he sought to hold 
responsible for Ryckoff's state- 
ments. The suit was later dis- 
/ Missed, with the ‘costs assessed 
against Kratky. 

Cable Bills Cut by Nolte, 
Near. the-end of 1926 it. became 
known that Ryckoff’s charges for 
labor and material were running 
far beyond. the amount of his’ bid. 
Early in 1927 Comptroller Nolte 
protested against the charges being 
made for cable in the Ryckoff dis- 
tricts, and compiled an estimate 
that the city was being overcharged 
by $39,000. Ryckoff, in June, 1927, 
accepted a reduction of $18,950 in 
hig bill for cable, as a compromise 
with the Comptroller. 

Ryckoff collected from the city, 
on his unit-price contracts, $1,856,- 
476, or $656,871 more than the 
figure shown by his bid, and $300,- 
000 above the highest bid submitted 
by any of his competitors. This ex- 
cess cost was a factor in causing 
the insufficiency of the $8,000,000 
item.for electric street lighting in- 
stallation, in the bond issue. 

Early in 1929 reports of gross 
overcharges on Ryckoff’s contracts 
reached Circuit Attorney Miller and 
the newspapers. The Post-Dispatch 
sent a reporter to see Ryckoff, first 
in Chicago and later in Florida. 
Ryckoff said, in an interview at 
Miami in February, that he had 
made “short cuts” on his St. Louis 
contracts, asserting that he was 
obliged to do so because he was 
“held up for a lot of money by the

Survey Made by Post-Dispatch. 
The Post-Dispatch engaged en- 
gineers, who made a. preliminary 
survey, giving especial attention to 
the charges made by the contractor 
for brick and concrete repaving. 
The survey, the result of which 
was published by the Post-Dispatch 
March 21, 1929, indicated an over- 
charge for brick repaving, which 
was estimated at $175,000. 
Circuit Attorney Miller laid the 
matter before the grand jury, and 
indictments were voted against 
Ryckoff, Pritchard and Heath, in 
order to furnish exact figures as a 
basis for prosecution, and for a civil 
suit for recovery to be filed by the 
city, the city engaged Pitzman’s 
company of engineers and survey- 
ors to check Ryckoff’s work. Pitz- 
man’s final report, made after 
more than 10 months’ work, 
showed that the city had been over- 
charged $157,064.66. 
After the exact figures of the 
overcharge had been ascertained, 
the Circuit Attorney issued infor- 
mations against Ryckoff, Pritch- 
ard and Heath, charging them with 
obtaining the sum named by the 
official survey. These informations 
replaced the previous indictments. 
' Pritchard and Heath, through 
their counsel, Patrick H. Cullen, 
attacked the information, on the 
ground that they, as former pub- 
lic officials, should not have been 
included in the same charge with 
Ryckoff, a private person. This 
and other grounds of objection 
were overruled by Judge Green. ' 
Of the money paid by the city to 
Ryckoff, $1,760,713,11 was ap- 
proved by Pritchard and Heath in 
their official capacity. The re- 
mainder was approved by Director 
Wall and his electrical engineer, 
Ralf Toesenfeldt.

reduction order of 1922, or to ap- 
point a spécial Commissioner to 
supervise such refunds, was filed 
today. by Attorney-General Shartel 
and special counsel for the State 
I rance Department. : 

It .is contended in the rehearing 
motion that the Supreme Court 
erred in its ruling that its juris- 
diction of the rate reduction. case 
‘lapsed with the end of the April 
term of court in 1926, in which the 
Court affirmed the reduction or- 
der. It is asserted the Court has 
full authority to enforce its man- 
date, and that it is the duty of the 
Court to enforce its judgment and 
to assume supervision of the dis- 
tribution of refunds due policy- 
holders. 7 

$14,000,000 Due in Refunds, 

Refunds due policyholders under 
the 10 per cent reduction order to- 
taled approximately $14,000,000. 
The order was sustained by the 
State and Federal courts after 
more than seven years of legal op- 
position by the insurance compa- 
nies. The companies, having lost 
in the courts, have been making 
some refunds, but so far have not 
furnished detailed reports called 
for by the State Insurance Depart- 
ment on the refunds due from each 
company, persons to whom due, 
amounts paid so far, and extent of 
efforts to find policyholders. 

Some of the companies have 
been making refunds back to Feb. 
1, 1928, and others back to the 
date of the reduction order in 
1922, but the Department has no 
information as to what has been 


paid. 
It has been estimated that not 
more than one-fourth of the 


amount due has been paid. 

The State Insurance Department 
last April filed a motion with the 
court to reopen the rate reduction 
case, for appointment of one or 
more special Commissioners by the 
Supreme Court, to require the 
companies to make an accounting 
of refunds due, amounts paid, and 
to supervise the payments and _ ta. 
take such other steps as necessary 
to assure payments of all claims. 
The court held it no. longer had 
jurisdiction and dismissed the mo- 
tion last Dec. 15. 

“This case is of thé utmost im- 
portance to the citizens of Mis- 
souri,”’ the rehearing motion  as- 
serts. “The State won its case and 
sustained its reduction order. These 
insurance companies have millions 
of dollars in their possession be- 
longing to the policyholders of Mis- 
sourl. They admit this money is 
not theirs and claim that'they are. 
now distributing it to the policy- 
holders. 

“This court having rendered

This is declared to be-an error, 
the rehearing motion pointing out 
that counsel for the State filed a 
motion during the April term, 1926, 
asking the Missouri Supreme Court 
to require impounding of the ex- 
‘cess premiums until the c ase fi- 
nally was decided on an appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court 
by the companies. The State Su- 
preme Court overrulel this motion. 


‘The ‘Supreme Court also stated 
in the recent ruling that it had no 
knowledge, from the record of the 
rate reduction case, that the com- 
panies were collecting the excess 
‘premiums covered by the reduction 
order. This is asserted to be an 
erro, the rehearing motion point- 
ing out that the stipulation, provid- 
ing among other things that the 
companies were to charge the old 
rates pending conclusion of the liti- 
gation, and were to make refunds 
should the reduction finally be sus- 
tained, appeared in two places in 
the record of the case which was 
before the State Supreme Court on 
appeal. 

As has been told, the stock fire 
fhsurance companies now are 
charging rates that are 16 2-3 per 
cent higher than those sustained by 
the Supreme Court in 1926. The 
rates were put into effect last June, 
under protection of State and Fed- 
eral court orders, in a new rate 
proceeding.

The 
saloon keeper swore he would “get 
even,” and the shooting of Lom- 
bardo. Friday afternoon was in ful- 
fillment of his promise. 

Two brothers of the saloon pro- 
prietor, in custody of police, deny 
any knowledge of the murder. The 
saloon keeper himself, last seen at 
his place Friday morning, hag dis- 
appeared. A general order has 
been issued for his arrest. 
Lombardo died early yesterday 
at Missouri Baptist Hospital. Told 
he had no chance for recovery, he 
persisted to the last in his refusal 
to tell who shot him.

CHINA AND PACIFIC CABLE 
SIGN PRELIMINARY CONTRACT 


Agreement Gives Government 
Equal Voice With Corporation in 
Public Relations of Concern.

NANKING, China, Dec. 30.—A 


preliminary agfeement between 
the Nationalist Government and 
the Commercial Pacific Cable Co. 
granting the latter a landing H- 
cense in China and continuation of 
iis trans-Pacific cable service for 
another 14 years was signed to- 
night. 

W. J. Deegan of New York, vice 
president of the cable company, 
and officials of the communications 
ministry signed the agreement. 

The agreement gives the Govern- 
ment an equal voice with the cable 
company in administering the re- 
lationship of the company with the 
Chinese public. Technical opera- 
tions remain the company’s 
hands. 

In event of a dispute between 
the principals the agreement pro- 
vides for a settlement through ne- |’ 
gotiators. The company agreed to 
pay a terminal tax to the Govern- 
ment approximately 15 per cent 
greater than under previous ar- 
rangements. There will be no 
change in rates. 

Agreements similar to the Com- 
mercial Pacific arrangement are 
thought to haye been worked out 
between the Government and the 
Great Northern and Eastern exten- 
sion companies. Their monopolies 
on China's international cables ex- 
pire Jan. 1. 

An agreement between China 
and Japan restoring to China the 
operation of the Tsingtao end of 
the Tsingtao-Sesebo cable was 
signed today.

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—The Iiast 
church will be closed In Russia by 
1984 if the plans of the “Interna- 
tienal of the Godless” as set forth 
in reports just reaching here from 
Moscow are carried through, 

The Soviet Government is report- 
ead to be behind the movement 
sponsored by this organization and 
to be backing its campaign among 
peasants and in the army and navy. 
It is understood that the Govern- 
ment is preparing laws prohibit- 
ing construction of churches and 
also prohibiting the ordination of 
priests. 

Laws forbidding religious {n- 
struction are also to be passed, ac- 
cording to these reports, and those 
violating them will be punished by 
two years’ imprisonment in Arctic 
prison camps. 

Publication of an international | 
godless encyclopedia in several 
languages is also part of the pro- 
gram of the “Godless Interna- 
tional.” 

The campaign will be carried on 
most energetically against the old 
orthodox church and the new 
Protestant movement in Russia, 
which is anti-Soviet in character, 
but will also be directed against 
the Jewish and Mohammedan re- 
ligions. 

State support of the campaign is 
the result of the resistance to Bol- 
shevism among ardent believers 
and to the tendency of other ene- 
mies of the present regime to rally 

around the churches. 

Eighty-five new churches were 
built in Russia last year despite the 
activities and propaganda of 18 
anti-religious institutes. In the 
same period 14,000 churches were 


closed. 
The “godless campaign” last 
year cost 7,500,000 rubles :(nomi- 


nally $3,750,000). Two weeks ago 
anti-religious societies held a con- 
ference at Moscow at which a cam- 
paign program was adopted which 
includes distribution of 12 anti- 
religious films.

Nobel Prize Winner in Berlin 
Admits Disappointment With 
Works Thus Far. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—Americans 
are growing sophisticated, in the 
opinion of Sigciair Lewis. 

The creator ef a Babbitt so real 
he won the Nobel prize for litera- 
ture grew almost sentimental to- 
day in discussing his own country 
—about which he has been some- 
what critical at other times. 

“Intellectually,” he said, “I know 
my country is not superior; but 
emotionally it’s better than any: 
other. I side with miy country, 
rizht or wrong.” 

He was discussing the faithful 
writing being done about war, and 
lamenting its apparently fruitless 
effect on those who want war. 

In the course of a radio address 
lewis told his German audience he 
liked Bertin so much because it is 

“so American.” 

“Whatever vices America has,” 
he said, “it has also a great friend- 
liness, and I find that friendliness 
here.” 

Since he wrote “Main Street” 
and “Rabbitt,” Lewis said, Amer- 
ica has become both “more sophis- 
ticated and more kindly.” 

European culture, Lewis said, 
has never before been so high. 
‘There was never a time when we 
could learn so much from Europe,” 
he said. “By that,” he added has- 
tily, “I don’t mean Europe couldn't 
learn a lot from us.” 

He was asked what his ambition 
is now that he has won the Nobel 
prize. 

“The same as any other writer's 
who its worth his salt,” he replied. 
“To write a better. 

“I have no pride in what Ive 
written. My books have all been 
disappointments to me. I think ft 
was an accident I got the Nobel 
prize. I'm going back to my farm 
in Vermont and try for once to 
write a beautiful book.”

‘ HE Farm Board plunges ahead, blind 

to the last, eager to run through its 
$500,000,000. Chairman Legge has ad- 
vised the farmers, he has warned cotton 
planters to restrict further their acreage,.

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AIR DISARMAMENT MISSES ITS TARGET. 
| $douard Herriot, ex-Premier of France, is undeni- 
ably sincere in his plea to “disarm the skies,” as 
voiced in his article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
His record as a man of good will and his leadership 
of the Radical Socialist Federation long since proved 
him stanchly anti-militarist in viewpoint. Yet in 
centering his attack on commercial aircraft, and 
on German commercial aircraft in particular, it is 
sadly discernible that his plea is influenced by the 
game short-sightedness that swayed the discussion— 
such little of it as there was—of aerial disarmament 
in the recent preparatory conference at Geneva. 

In discussing naval disarmament, assemblages of 
statesmen do not devote their time to computing 
how many pieces of artillery might be mounted on 
the passenger liners and freight vessels of the various 
Powers. They talk of battleships, cruisers and sub- 
marines. In discussing military disarmament, they 
do not center their negotiations on the number of 
men who could be recruited from gymnastic societies 
and lodge drill teams. They talk of standing armies, 
reserves and conscripts. However, when it comes 
to war in the air, discussion of military aircraft is 
taboo, and commercial aircraft is the chief topic. 

At the recently terminated Geneva meeting, little 
or nothing was heard of France’s 1700 fighting 
planes, of Italy’s 1640, of England’s 1300, of America’s 
1800. Instead, the delegates viewed in horror Ger- 
many’s fearsome Junkers G-38, a commercial craft 
that might be equipped to carry four small cannon, 
several machine guns and six tons of bombs. “What 
has become of the treaty of Versailles?” the Allied 
delegates asked, and Herriot echoes their question. 
One sentence of his article well reflects the genera! 
European hysteria on this subject: 

In obedience to the treaty of Versailles, Ger- 
many has destroyed 15,700 airplanes, 27,700 mo- 
tors and 547 hangars, but the Junkers G-38 by 
itself res®ores all of Germany’s former air 
strength in the event of war.

Those who 
support party organization and 
submit to party discipline are 
adopting the only course yet 
discovered for orderly govern- 
ment by the people.

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.— Rogers 
Hornsby will lead the Cubs in 1931 
and 1932 baseball wars. , 

The fact that the Rajah will 
manage the club next season fs not 
news, but. it was not definitely 
known until last night that he had 
signed a contract for two years.

On Memorial day he frac- 
tured his left ankle sliding into 
third base and was out of action 
until August,

Enameling the Stove 


O have success in enameling a 
gas range there must be an 
absolutely clean surface. There 
must be no dirt or grease in the 
corners or crevices. So begin. by 
thoroughly cleaning the range. If 
necessary, use gasoline or benzine. 
When thoroughly dry, sand- 
paper rough spots until smooth; all 
glossy spots should be sandpapered 
until dull, and all rusted portions 
should be sandpapered until 
byight. Badly worn or bare spots 


should be touched up with the 


enamel thinned a little with tur- 
pentine. ' 

Allow this to dry, then rub the 
entire surface lightly with fine 
sandpaper. Wipe clean and apply 
the enamel. One coat is usually 
sufficient unless you desire to put 
a new light coat over a dark one. 
In that case the surface will re- 
quire two coats. If the second 
coat is necessary, allow the first 
coat to dry hard, then sandpaper 
lightly to dull the luster before 
applying the second coat. 

Very cold enamel, working in a 


cold room or a draft may make |' 


the enamel stiff and difficult to 
apply, so it is well to avoid these 
conditions. It is also well to re- 
member that to get absolutely sat- 
isfactory results you must use a 
good brush that is clean.

HE severe forms of frostbite 

require expert medical hand- 

ling, Time should not, however, 
b. wasted, and while waiting first- 
aid treatment should be adminis- 
tered. . 

The apparently logical thing to 
4o for frostbite is to warm the 
affected part. This is correct, but 
“to warm” must be understood in 
a relative sense. 

Heat should not be applied. I 
would induce too sudden a reac- 
tion, leading, possibly, to further 
injury of the frozen part. 

The tissues should rather be 
thawed out. In mild frostbite, that 
is, in chilblains, the part should be 
gently rubbed, and cloths wrung 
out of cold water should be ap- 


plied. These should be alternated — 


every few minutes, the water be- 
coming increasingly warmer. 

When blisters have formed the 
skin should not be rubbed. The 
blisters should be opened by being 
punctured with a sterile needle, 
and the accumulated serum should. 
be allowed to escape. 

The skin covering of the blister 
should be left in place, In p:mnctur- 
ing a blister the needle should be 
inserted at the'rim rather than at 
the top. Cold applications 
should be used as with chilblains. 

When normal circulation has 
been re-established, and this may 
be judged by the color of the 
affected part, absorbent cotton or 
flannel cloth may be applied. 

In addition to local treatment the 
patient should be given hot drinks, 
consisting of coffee, tea or choco- 
late. Alcohol is to be avoided. 

In more severe forms of expos- 
ure, pneumonia is a possible com- 
plication. The patient, therefore, 
should be put to bed, and kept
